SACRA MEMO CORRESPONDENCE. 

DOINGS AT THE CAPITOL. 

Sacramento, January 9th, 1857. 
Orgaiiimtion of the Leginlature — Mem¬ 
bers from Mariposa—The Chaplaincy 
in the House—Maripusans in S,iera- 
menta—1 he Governor's Message—BUI 
to reiver the Salary of County Judge 
— Drink ing Houses — Senatorial Aspi¬ 
rants—Appointment of a Maripofrian 
— Temperanet: Paper, ,0c. 

On condition that I am in the wetlsly 
reccipt of your paper, I will furnish you 
with occasional weakly letters during the 
Legislative session. 

Both Houses are now fully organized 
fur hu.-;... v-. and a large crowd of seeker,, 
for the small offices have departed to their 
respective homes. Among the newspa¬ 
per men who w ere successful, are C’iiief 
Clerk Campbell, of the “Sierra Citizen," 
and Mr. Cazenau. of Columbia, a Clerk in 
the Senate. So it seems that being con¬ 
nected with a paper is not a bar to the 
loaves and fishes. 

The delegation from your county, as 
yet, have taken no active part in the pro¬ 
ceedings of the Legislature. In discuss¬ 
ing the Chaplain question, the otlu-r day, 
the question of Vigilance and u/ift'-Vigi- 
lanee arose, upon which occasion Mr. 
Shovvalter took occasion to say that Ins 
constituency was largely anti '-Vigilance. 
The House very properly determined not 
to have a Chaplain this w inter. The 
State has already paid about §30,000 for 
prayers, and this w ithout the authoriza¬ 
tion of law. It is high time that this ex¬ 
pense was stopped, and I am glad to be 
able to chronicle the fact, that both Messrs. 
Showalter and Howard voted against hav¬ 
ing a Chaplain. 

Among the Mariposians in town i.- 
Tully, from Indian Gulch, and Mr. How¬ 
ard’s younger brother. Tally is going it 
“hark from the tombs ’’for Gwin, and 
Howard for a time was a candidate for 
Sergeant-at- Anns of the House, but aban¬ 
doned the idea after electioneering a few 
days. Mr. Baer, the former editor of the 
Democrat, is also here electioneering for 

Latham. 

The city is crowded with strangers, 
many of whom are runners and strikers 
for the di!h rent Senatorial aspirants. 

The Governor s Message is regarded, 
as an able document. As yet, none of the 
State oilier, s have submitted their reports. 

I have had the privilege of glancing at 
the Surveyor 1 leueral's. It is a State pa¬ 
per of unusual statistical value and of 
considerable length. 

Mr. Holden, of Stanislaus, has given no 
tire of a Bill to increase the revenue of 
the State, and another to reduce the salary 
of the County Judge in Stanislaus. He 
proposes to increase the revenue by tax¬ 
ing the legal and medical men, for the 
privilege of practicing their professions. 
If the professional men about Mariposa 
are averse to such a law, they had better 
begin to prepare a remonstrance. If he 
would include all the men who are called 
Judges, Colonels and Generals, considera¬ 
ble revenue might he obtained. 

From present indications, this session 
is likely to he as long as preceding ones. 
There is a large number of talking men 
in the House as well as in the Senate, and 
they must have their say upon all ques¬ 
tions which arise. 

The vicinage of the Capitol is well sup¬ 
plied with drinking houses, which are 
expected, by their proprietors, to add 
vastly to the law making power tills win- 
The ?,d department is not as well repre¬ 
sented here as usual. Upon inquiry, 1 
learn that whiskey and the Nicaraguan 
army, has carried otT many of this class 
of habitues. 

The Senatorial aspirants have each ta¬ 
ken rooms in town, where they receive 
their friends. Nearly all the Federal offi¬ 
cers in the State arc here, manifesting the 
greatest anxiety lest the members will not 
vote right on the Senatorial question. 

YY. II. Down tree is among the number 
having recently received the appointment 
of Inspector in the Custom House. 

The members, generally, are sanctimo¬ 
nious looking fellows, and as ret have 
hardly had an opportunity of exhibiting 
the devil, if he is in them. Both Houses 
meet at It, and adjourn about 2 o'clock. 

The 1’ress is pretty well represented 
here this winter. The fullest reports of 
the Senate, the coining winter, will be 
found in the State Journal, and in the 
House, in the Union. These papers have 
stenographic reporters. 

W. B. Taylor, formerly of Mariposa, 
has published, in this city, the first num¬ 
ber of a Temperance journal, it is a 
readable sheet, and destined to have a 
large circulation. The edition of the first 
number was upwards of 5000 copies.

He drinks the 
best liquors—smokes the finest cigars— 
and boards at the best houses in town.—

IL-lics of this historic tree, in the form 
of canes, snuff-boxes, pieces of the wood, 
and even the acorn, and leaves, arc* now 
in the possession of, probably, more than 
ten thousand persons in various parts of 
America.

California Society of Natural History. 

We acknowledge the receipt of the cir¬ 
cular of the “ California Society of Natu¬ 
ral History,” an association recently form¬ 
ed in Stockton for the developeincnt of the 
natural history of this State, and particu¬ 
larly that of the Southern mines. 1 lie 
particular objects for which the society 
was formed, as indicated by their circular, 
arc to receive, 

1st. A collection of the specimens ne¬ 
cessary tor a Geological Cabinet, from 
every portion of the Southern Mines. 

dd. I ne collection of specimens in the 
Animal Kingdom—beasts, birds, fishes, 
shells, reptiles, insects. \e. 

3d. J he collection of a Library of sci¬ 
entific, historical and agricultural works. 

4th. lhe collection of Botanical speci¬ 
mens, embracing agricultural products, 
the various plants, woods, flowers, seeds, 
fruits, Ac., belonging to this department. 

5th. Exchanges of specimens with oth¬ 
er scientific associations and individuals, 
throughout the world. 

6th. Public lectures and scientific pub¬ 
lications on different subjects. 

Prominent citizens of Stockton have 
been elected officers of the association, and 
miieh interest i- apparently felt there and 
should he throughout this county for its 
success. Should such an interest be felt, 
a very rare and valuable collection of spe¬ 
cimens of the mineral and animal king¬ 
doms could shortly he made. This coun¬ 
ty could contribute more largely at least 
of minerals, than any other in this State, 
we believe, while of animal and botanical 
specimens, we have as many as anv other 
county can boast of. A little interest up¬ 
on the part of the community, turned to 
proper account by collecting specimens, 
w ill place Mariposa county as one of the 
foremost in rarities of the mineral, ani 
mal and vegetable kingdoms. 

Dr. Thomas Payne has been appointed 
to act as agent in Mariposa for collecting 
subscriptions and specimens; contribu¬ 
tions of either will he thankfully received 
and forwarded. The State Fair w ill oc¬ 
cur at Stockton the coming autumn, and 
it is desirable that the collections should 
be as full and complete as possible at that 
time. Wc will refer to this matter here¬ 
after.

[SACRAMENTO CORRESPONDENCE.] 

Sacramento, January 12, 1857. 

Mr. Editor :—The morning following 
the nomination of King David, it is said 
Dr. Gwin suddenly rose up in bed, and 
inquired if the Earthquake bad s true!' 
any body else. My feeble pen can t des¬ 
cribe the intense excitement raging here. 
Five minutes after the nomination of 
Broderick was announced, the wires had 
canned the news to every town of impor¬ 
tance in the State—and instantly the deep 
booming of cannon awoke the slumbering 
echoes of the mountains. One hundred 
guns were fired in this city, and the 
earth did quake—and if the dead did 
not rise from the grave, certainly others 
went down thereto. 

Weller, Washington and Gwin are dead

and lamper-eels; and Broderick is a 
whale—the draught is so large that there 
is danger of breaking the net. The 
" Black” Republicans are in ecstaeies w itli 
the result. They say it was to accomplish 
this end, that so many of tin ir party voted 
the democratic ticket.

I! iRTilot'A e.— A slight .shock of a., 
earthquake occurred in the vicinity of 
San Francisco, on the morning of the 9th 
inst., at fifteen minutes past i ight o'clock. 
The filube says, the shock lasted about 
twenty seconds. The motion w as undu¬ 
lating ami ranged from North to South. 
From all that we can learn, the shock 
was most severe i;i the neighborhood of 
Happy A alley, where the people rushed 
out of doors, ami a sc. ue of general con¬ 
sternation prevailed for some minutes.— 
Those who experienced the shock were 
reminded of the earthquake which hap¬ 
pened on the morning of the 15th of 
February last year. 

The Herald of the 12th inst., learns 
from passengers by the steamer Senator, 
that the earthquake, on the 9th extended 
to the Southern coast, was the most 
alarming expeii'-tif d for the last half 
century.

culiarly severe, and continued for upwards 
of tw enty minutes or a half an hour.— 
In all the places named, several houses 
were cracked the p oplc rushed out into 
the streets—but as most of the dwellings 
in that section of the country arc one- 
storv adobes, stoutly built, no injury to 
life ensued. From the representations 
made to us, we have not the slightest 
doubt that if the earthquake was as se¬ 
vere in this city as in the Southern por¬ 
tions of the State, San Francisco might 
possibly have been in ruins to-day. In 
San Diego, houses were thrown to the 
ground—moveables were scattered about 
in the w ildest confusion, and for a time 
intense excitement prevailed. 

The 1’i.anet Mercery. —A correspond¬ 
ent of the Sacramento I'nion , savs that 
he had the pleasure, on Thursday evening, 
of viewing the planet Mercury—an occur¬ 
rence so rare that the celebrated astrono¬ 
mer Copernicus, is said never to have 
enjoyed it. It is the only bright star in 
the western horizon, on a direct line with 
the [Janets Jupiter, A enus and Mars, and 
can only be seen for a short time after 
sunset. Our clear nights, at this time, arc 
rich in astronomical developments, the 
most brilliant constellations, the moon 
and all the planets, visible to the naked 
eye, being at once discernabje.
